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3. Chinese Communists alerted for US or Nationalist attacks at Christmas: 


A Chinese Communist naval message from 
Tsingtao on 6 December alerts observation 
stations in the East China coastal area for 
American action expanding the Korean 
conflict on or about Christmas Day, and 
states that the United States has "instructed" the Chinese Nationalists 
to "make disturbances" along the China coast. 
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Comment: Mounting Chinese Communist 
concern with coastal security has been noted in recent months, and 
even in Korea, Chinese and North Korean forces have been increasingly 
deployed against possible amphibious assaults.
